that it heg in to get Wind, for ſeveral People told him of it at which he 
began to be very 2ng:y and much diſtarbed/ but in 1 few Days he would.

Being thus hard put to it, I did 
is Compliance ro my Friends who wiſhed me well, write him a Letter, in 
Whi h I denied the Truth that I betcre aſſerted, and told him that what 
what I had (aid bf te was only the Effects of Paſſion and my hard u'aze, 
but I would tor the future ſatisfy rhe World that he was an ut er ſtranger 
to my way of Living. Then I expected again, according to his Promile, 
that he would hive endeavoured to perſwade Mr Tawn the Proſecutor to 
an Agtecment, but found again that he neglected it, wherefore I writ to 
him again and told kim, that I had according to his defire, denied that he 
ever knew any thing of my way of Living, and had made ſuch a Recan- 
tition as he required, but he knew as well as I, that I had ſpoke ag1ioſt 
ne Truch on pu pale to fave his Reputation, and that therefore he ought 
in Conſeicnce to do what he could for me in order to ſave my Life, but 
I tount ſtul that he was very cold upon the matter, and at laſt did ſay as 
le did be'ore that he had rather I ſhould be hanged than taved, the Ret- 
ſon as may be ſuppoſed is this, if I lived he might at one time or other be 
brought into trouble by my informing againſt him, but it I dye he thinks 
he is ſæcure from coming into any trouble about it though perhaps he is nc t 
ſo ſecures : 3 he may think himſelt neither there being others alive that know — 
the Matter as well as I do, though I do not deſite that any body ſhould _ 
give him any trouble about it, neither do I declaie any thing he:e againſt 
bim cut of Malice or III will, for God forbid that I ſhould be in ſuch a 
Temper in theſe my laſt Hours but I do ſolemnly proteſt as I ſhall very 
ſhortly anſwer it before God, that I have done lum nothing but Juſtice, 
tor I have declared nothing but what is true, and 1 heartily wiſh and pray 
for him, and ail others that have done me any wrong, for the ſame Mercy 
that 1 beg for my ſelf, which is that God of His Infinite Mercy would 
make us all ſenſible ot our Sins, and: grant us trus Repentance for the ſame, - 
1 bleſs Od I am in Charity with him and all others that have any ways 
wronged me, I am ſenſible that the hand. of God is in all this, and that 
they are only Inſtioments in his hand to puniſh me for my many and gre- 
vious Iins, and L muſt ſtill acknowledge that God has puniſhed me much 
less ttan my Iniquities deſerve, for I acknowledge my ſelt not only guilty 
of the Last tor which I dye, but of ſeveral others that have deſerved death, 
2nd 25 I forgive the World, ſo do I deſite that every body that I have 
wronged may forgive me, I pray God make them double and treble amends | 
dor what they have loſt by me, I thank God I am now ready and willing 
to leave this World, in hopes of a better, for I do not nor dare I to (ay, 
thac I have ſinned beyond the Merits of Chriſt, for being he came to ſave 
the chief of Sinners; I have ſtill tome Hopes of receiving Mercy, which 
ad grant tor the lake of his dear Son Jeſus Chriſt our Savieur, Amen, 
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
